Mr. Hoover's Boston address on the 


' tariff, international trade and a mer- 
' chant marine revealed the same mas- 


terful efficiency that so ably directed 
for years both during and after the 


' war the organization and distribution 


of relief on a prodigious scale, against 


'- the most trying difficulties, to stricken 
i Europe. He understands their tech- 


nique and relation to the country's 


', prosperity and well-being better per- 
' haps than any other man. He per- 


ceives and rightly that the more the 


! United States does along sound lines 


• to raise the prosperity of other nations 


£he more it does for its own prosper- 
ity. He tells the country how to obtain 


• a merchant marine. He is not for gov- 


ernment operation, which he describes 
as inefficient, 
costly and 
burdened 


with political interference. On the sub- 
ject he is an authority, by reason of 
practical experience in the department 
of commerce and in his successful 
handling of a great independent mer- 
chant marine for three years in the 
transporting, of nearly $700,000,000 of 
supplies to Europe. If he could be in- 
strumental in bringing about the es- 
'iblishment of an American merchant 
marine alone he would be a worth- 
while president.' 


Mr. Hoover looks at the tariff as a

flight of the Graf Zeppelin from Ger- 
many to the United States. It is the 
first time that a commercial air car- 
rier has crossed'the Atlantic, thereby 
connecting Europe and America with 
this form of transportation.

all great pioneering events 
it has 


aroused the imagination and enthusi- 
asm of the world.

doubt. 


Extraordinary as the feat appears, it 
is comparable to the first locomotive 
that puffed its minature body over an 
uncertain track, and the first "horse- 
less" carriage that excited public curi- 
osity. 


The 
trip 
of 
the Graf 
Zeppelin 


proves that commercial flying with 
dirigibles is feasible, but \t also 
shows that much remains .to be done 
before this type of vessel can 
move 


with regularity and security 
in -all 


kinds of weather. It is only by the ex- 
periences gained through such flights 
that these problems can be 
solved. 


We will not immediately have air 
transportation facilities between the 
United States and Europe, but we are 
one step nearer its realization. 


America has the highest admiration 


for the persistence of German ingen- 
uity in what it has already done to- 
ward the perfection of the dirigible. It 
has nothing but praise for the men 
who conceived and built the Graf Zep- 
pelin and it welcomes with open arms 
those who brought her here. The Graf 
Zeppelin is another of the great am- 
bassadors of goodwill that have done 
so much in the last year or two to 
bring nations closer together in 'spirit 
and in contact, this time from Ger- 
many to the United States. Considered 
from this angle alone it was well 
worth the cost to its builders and the 
hazards braved by its navigators, to- 
gether with its passengers. Goods and 
passengers will continue to be carried 
in increasing volume by ocean vessels 
indefinitely, but aerial transportation 
already has an established place in our 
system of communication and it will 
constantly grow.
